The ordinary m an who can afford two eggs at this season when eggs are 
being classed w ith preciou s stones, m ay have two boiled eggs ior break fast, 
and eat them entirely u nconsciou s of the fact that one of them may have 
come from Texas and the other lrom Alabama. 
Yet su ch cou ld be tru e and 
very probably is tru e a great thou sand times a year. 
Now, eggs are not always ju st eggs. 
T here are m any varieties, as a 
glance at the comfnission m en’s list will show. 
F o r instance, there are fresh 
gathered extras, which are the real thing in eggs, and are k nown to the 
common or garden personage as a “fresh egg.’’ 
There aie also “fresh gath­ 
ered storage.” 
These are also pack ed with a view to size and color and 
aro fu rther divided into “pack ed firsts” and “pack ed extra firsts.” 
“Fresh 
gathered firsts,” “fresh gathered seconds,” and “ fresh gathered third s” fol­ 
low with only a tinge of difference in size, color and ju ice. 
The rear gu ard 
of the high grade eggjj is brou ght u p with “fresh gathered dirties, No. 1,” 
and “ fresh gathered dirties No. 2.” 
And then comes the division given over to refrigerator eggs and stored 
aw ay eggs. 
The “ refrigerators” ru n in five classes,, three of whic hare of 
the better grade. 
Then come refrigerator seconds and third s—and the pro­ 
cession is brou ght u i> with “limed firsts” and “limed seconds.” 
There is a lot of talk abou t germ s in milk these days. 
Everyone k nows 
the hercu lean efforts being made to protect folk s from u nclean milk , tu ber­ 
cu lou s cows, and the lik e, bu t the germ is more active than the mu ch talk ed- 
of flea, as a glimpse at his ability to raise and provide for families will 
show. 
A germ sim ply break s in two and becomes two germs. 
They break in 
two and become fou r germs, they break in two and become eight germs, six­ 
teen germs, thirty-two germs, sixty-fou r germs, one hu ndred and twenty- 
eight germs and so on—and the rem ark able part abou t it is tha t they in­ 
crease almost as rapidly as the words are w ritten down.

Never has the cou ntry 
been so prosperou s. 
Never has there 
been vaster abu ndance 
of 
all 
the 
staples su pplying hu m an su bsistence, 
yet never in th^ history of America 
have all the staples of living gone to 
su ch a level cf extortionate prices.” 
The Ru sst 11 Sage fou ndation report 
on the standard of living in 1907 said 
that it requ ired no statistician to show 
tha t $600 and $700 a year was wholly 
inadequ ate to m aintain a proper stand­ 
ard of living, “and 
110 self-respecting 
family shou lu be ask ed or expected to 
live 011 su ch an income.” 
The com­ 
mittee expressed the opinion tha t with 
an income of between $700 and $800 
a family can barely su pport itself, pro­ 
vided it is su bje< t to no extraordinary 
expenditu re. 
Statistics show that the 
average income of a w ork er in the 
United States does not begin to equ al 
$800 a year. 
It is really u nder $600. 
Bu t tak e as illu stration an income 
between $600 and $700, with the fam­ 
ily u nit as five-—two parents and three 
children. 
A few years ago a family 
of this size cou ld lease apartm ents at 
$14 or $16 or $18 a month, in a typi­ 
cal city. 
To-day decent sanitary su r­ 
rou ndings will cost from $25 to $30 
a m onth—$300 to $360 a yea r—one- 
half of the income. 
It is estim ated 
tha t where the income ranges from 
$600 to $900 a year, with a family 
of 
five, 50 per cent m u st go for food. 
Add thereto the rent, and so. there is 
left bu t $150 to $200 at the ou tset for 
clothing, illness, fu el, carfare, edu ca­ 
tion, insu rance and incidentals. 
At 
present prices the absolu te m inim u m 
at which a family of five can be cloth­ 
ed is $100 a year. 
Econom ists figu re 
that a man can be poorly fed at 20 
cents a day; 
adequ ately fed at 25 
cents. 
With 
a 
family of five this 
m eans $35 a m onth. 
So the w riter 
says: 
“Screw *it down as you will, you 
cannot k eep you r family of five in 
health and k eep the food bill below 
$400. 
If you screw you r food bill 
lower somebody is going to be sk im p­ 
ed as to brain and brawn. 
Screw' you r 
rent below $300, somebody m u st pay 
carfare, or tak e lodgers, or live in 
dark rooms for low rent. 
Pay for 
plain bu t adequ ate food and hou sing 
and you are coming ou t with a deficit 
on incomes and from the $900 income 
with less than 
$200 left for clothes, 
carfare, fu el, clothing, edu cation, ill­ 
ness, incidentals.” 
At m any of the rook ing schools to­ 
day beginners are compelled to care 
for themselves at an absolu te lim it of 
6 cents a day for raw m aterial, ou t 
of which they cook nu tritiou s food. At 
a later day, the estim ate is increased 
to 12 cents a day. 
Bu t tak ing the 
lowest possible lim it 
(6 cents) 
for 
bare m aterial, handled with all the 
k nowledge and care of science, the low 
wage earner is u nable to meet the 
conditions, or. if he were, with a fam­ 
ily of five, his food bill is equ ivalent 
to $300 a year. 
It Is readily seen at 
his best the small wage earner will 
need his entire income for fu el, food 
and rent, leaving clothing and other 
incidentals of living to be met with a 
deficit. 
The resu lt is. poorer hou sing, 
overcrowding, with nothing for edu ­ 
cation, health, recreation -ju st 
plain 
u nderfeeding, tainted food, child labor 
and other attend ant ills. 
W here the 
income ru ns to $1,500, better hou sing 
and better clothing is essential, 
so 
tha t the wage earner can move in the 
sphere to which his nosition entities 
him. 
No m atter how economical he 
m ay be, fu lly $1,100 of his income is 
absorbed in essentials, and there are 
still the items of edu cation, illness, 
insu rance, recreation, wear and tear 
and savings. 
All the resou rces 
of 
economy m u st be brou ght into play by 
him to m ak e ends meet. 


su ch as those which are fou nd in the lactic acid in the m ilk —are life-living 
and healthfu l, so when the health officer says “there are three million germ s 
in this qu art of milk ,” he does not mean necessarily that there are three m il­ 
lion life destroyers there. 
Ten thou sand people handle W ashington's milk , that is, they help shove 
it along from cow to front door. 
Tons of ice are u sed daily in getting the 
m ilk from the ou tlying farm s on the railroad. 
A squ ad of inspectors meet 
the milk every m orning and check it off, so that every can may be traced 
direct to the original farm whence it came. 
Before the anti-m eat movement started people expected to eat abou t 
200 pou nds of m eat aj)iece a year. 
Nowr, of cou rse, they are expected to eat 
none a t all, according to the leaders of the great movement. 
Some of those 
who have delighted in heavy break fasts 
and have had a clu b steak and 
"trim m ins” every m orning for years m ay think tha t steak s are indispen­ 
sable, bu t the figu res don't show it—not by a ju gfu l. 
The hotel men and 
lu nchroom men are pretty good ju dges of this thing, and they say that abou t 
one-tenth of the meat only is eaten at break fast. 
Still, if you had to pay 
the check every m orning you wou ld have a nice little item to attend to. 
“Brown the w heats!” 
A city’s stack of wheat cak es, bu ck w heat cak es 
and other deliciou s things of the sort wou ld m ak e a mighty nice w arm 
blank et on a cold night. 
The theory that a new spaper reporter and a pre­ 
pared flou r salesm an work ed ou t while w aiting for a plate of hot cak es in a 
hotel restau rant the other day was that if all the hot cak e flou r in the city 
was apportioned off into parcels representing the average m orning consu mp­ 
tion, the cook s cou ld mix and hak e a stack of wheats a thou sand feet high. 
Of cou rse, all that inclu des cornmeal, patent pancak e flou r and the rest of 
them.— W ashington Post. 


A NATIONAL DISGRACE 


U nited S tates L eads All the W o rld 
in N u m ber of M u rders. 


That the nu m ber of criminal hom i­ 
cides in the United States each year is 
jjractically forty-three tvaies greater 
than in Canada and eight times great­ 
er than in Belgiu m, which 
has 
the 
greatest nu m ber of any Eu ropean cou n­ 
try; that in the United States the av­ 
erage crim inal serves bu t seven years 
of a life sentence, and that a t the pres­ 
ent tim e only abou t one m u rderer in 
every seventy-fou r is pu nished, were 
statem ents in an address delivered by 
Dr. Andrew D. White, former jiresident 
of Cornell University and former am ­ 
bassador to Germany and Ru ssia. 
He 
said: 
“The nu m ber of feloniou s homicides 
¡>er year per million popu lation 
for 
variou s cou ntries follows. 
Canada, 3; 
Germany, 4 to 5; England and Wales, 
10 to 11; France, 14 to 15; Belgiu m, 
16; 
United States, more than 
129. 
These figu res are based on an average 
tak en for eight years. 
“ It seonis imjiossible that on one 
side of an Im aginary line homicide 
cou ld be so mu ch more prevalent than 
on the other, as in the case of Canada 
and the United States. 
Bu t the reason 
is that op one side lawr prevails and 
not chicanery, and tha t 
011 the other 
side has tak en place a break -u p in the 
adm inistration of criminal law. 
“’By far the greatest of all cau ses is 
the fact that the adm inistration of 
crim inal 
law has become simply a 
game. 
A trial is a game between two 
or three lawyers; the wiiole thing has 
become very mu ch a farce.”

Many of them are for pleasu re 
only, amid the enchantm ent of m u sic and brilliant elec­ 
tric lighting. 
Bu t m any also are for health. 
These are the roof san­ 
itariu m s, and their near relatives, the roof playgrou nds. 
They are in some cases one and the sam e thing. 
They 
are recent developments of the m ighty cru sade for 
health in the city. 
All the pu blic schools that have been bu ilt lately or 
are bu ilding now in M anhattan have on their roofs great 
glass-covered solariu m s, which are gym nasiu m s and 
playgrou nds. 
In the new Bellevu e Hospital an extensive 
space on the roof is devoted to the solariu m —one of 
the great featu res of the city’s chief hospital. 
It is 
large for some hu ndreds of patients to sit or lie in the 
open air. 
On the roof of a tall apartm ent hou se tha t overlook s 
the beau tifu l sou th end of Central Park , frffm near 
Fifth avenu e, there are two tents. 
These tents have 
been the homes of two men for several months, their 
sleeping qu arters throu ghou t the winter. 
In the day­ 
tim e the men recline in chairs ou tside the tents. 
Their 
m eals are u su ally brou ght u p to them. 
These 
men 
have faith tha t tu bercu losis can be cu red by the air of 
New York City. 
T here are 20,000 consu mptives in New York whose 
nam es are recorded at the City Board of Health. Many 
of these are too poor to go where they wou ld find better 
conditions for recovery. 
And this class is too nu m erou s 
to be cared for in the sanitariu m s tha t the city can con­ 
trol throu gh its charities. 
Hence, the roof solariu m, and 
the heavily-cloak ed invalid sitting all day in the qu iet­ 
est corner of the pu blic park . 
Dr. Jam es Alexander Miller established the clinic at 
Bellevu e and is its director. 


“The home treatm ent of tu bercu losis in the tenem ent 
hou ses of this city, or on their roofs, is only a m ak e­ 
shift,” says Dr. Miller. 
“ It Is not an adequ ate su bsti­ 
tu te for the sanitariu m . 
“T hat the roofs of tenement hou ses have been qu ite 
largely u sed is du e to the fact that no other su itable 
place near the patient's home was available for secu r­ 
ing a restfu l spot where he cou ld breathe the ou tdoor 
air. 
D irt and du st, objections of tenants or landlords, 
and interference or danger from rowdy neighbors, often 
render the tenem ent roofs impossible. 
The patient is 
then advised, and, if necessary, assisted, to move to a 
place near one of the pu blic park s, or where he can se­ 
cu re the u se of a su itable roof, 
“A fter a positive diagnosis of tu bercu losis has been 
m ade a t the clinic the physician goes over carefu lly 
with the patient the general principles of the treatm ent, 
em phasizing the dangers of infection and the way to 
avoid it and the necessity of painstak ing perseverance 
to obtain a m axim u m of fresh air, rest and good food. 
T he dangers of dirt, dark ness, poor ventilation, over­ 
eating. insu fficient or im proper food, irregu lar or viciou s 
habits in u nderm ining the general health and so 
hu r r y­ 
ing the progress of the disease, are tau ght to the pa­ 
tient. 
This m ay he called the first lesson, and the 
nu rse then tak es the task of drilling these principles 
constantly and repeatedly in the hou se with both the 
patient and his family. 
“By m eans of an Inexpensive Steamer chair and su it­ 
able wraps, the patient may rest ou t of doors, on the 
roof, very comfortably, and shou ld sleep there du ring 
the su m m er months. 
In some cases we secu re for the 
patient the sleeping bag and reclining chair or ham ­ 
mock that will m ak e him comfortable while tak ing the 
rest cu re on the roof. 
“The great principles of sanitary treatm ent: An open- 
a ir life by night as well as day and an abu ndance of 
nou rishing food. 
Simple a m atter as this appears, it is 
difficu lt enou gh to carry ou t in a sanitariu m , and these 
difficu lties are mu ch intensified in the home. 
Intelli­ 
gent co-operation on the part of the patient and his 
family and a period of time am ou nting at the least to 
six months, and generally a year or more, are requ ired 
for su ccessfu l treatm ent.”

An amusing incident in connection with 
this subject occurred during the admin- j 
istration of President Jackson. A

moth cheese, 4 feet in diameter and 2 
feet thick, was presented to the Presi- ! 
dent. 
The genial 
Jackson 
gave 
a 
George Washington birthday reception j 
on February 22, 18 37, and invited his 
fellow citizens to visit the white house 
between 1 and 3 and taste the cheese. 
The citizens came to the tune of about 
10,(MX) or more. 
The Senate adjourned 
4 »» attend the cheese reception while tiie 
obdurate House of Representatives was 
restrained by a scanty majority from at­ 
tending en 
masse. 
The 
cheese 
was 
eaten, but the carpets and furniture of 
the east room was well nigh ruined. 
It is related that one foreign ambas­ 
sador rode in state to the white house in 
blissful ignorance of tlie Inner details 
of the cheese reception. 
As he entered

minister plenipotentiary .

as a tribute to the reign of Emperor 
Francis Joseph. Kahleuberg 
mountain 
rises out of the Danube above Vienna, 
and its crest will form an admirable site 
for such a building as is proposed. The 
dimensions of the proposed structure are 
not obtainable at present, but it is to 
be very large, and similar to the Ratis­ 
bon edifice. 
It is to be devoted to the 
perpetuation of the fame of distinguished 
Viennese who have lived during the reign 
of Emperor Fran cis Joseph. 
The Wal- 
halla at Ratisbon was erected in 18 30. 
It stands on a hill 323 feet high. 
It is 
a magnificent edifice 240 feet long and 
115 feet high. 
It cost approx imately 
$0,000.000. 
Dr. Lueger states that the 
building is to be erected as an offering 
of gratitude for the Emperor’s success­ 
ful reign.
